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(B) providing a pluralit\of video displays, at least one of the video displays being in 
communication with tfte wagering device, the video displays being adapted to 
display a video presentation; 

(C) providing a video presentatfyn, the video presentation relevant to the wagering 
game; 

(D) dividing the video presentation ii^o a plurality of screen segments; and 

(E) displaying a different screen segmeift of the video presentation on each video 
display, wherein the segments of the vioeo presentation, when viewed as a whole 
on the plurality of video displays, appear a^an integrated video presentation. 

A gaming device, Comprising: 

(A) a plurality of\ideo displays, each video display being adapted to display a video 
presentation; 

(B) at least one video d^play controller in communication with at least one of the 
video displays, the viahp display controller being adapted to drive the at least one 
video display and being adapted to communicate with at least one other video 
display controller; 

(C) a game controller, the game coiitroller being adapted to operate a wagering game;

(D) means for displaying the multiscreen video presentation on the video display 
means, wherein the multi-screen v(deo presentation appears to be a single 
integrated presentation.
